School Aid Law 


The Northern Michigan As- 
sociation of Schoo! Administra- 
tors, meeting in Gaylord last 
Thursday, unanimously voted to 
support an amendment to the 
State School Aid law which 
would take into consideration 
the income level of people 
within a school district as well 
as the value of their property. 

The prociem if that under ihe 
present system people living in 
a given area of the state may be 
paying taxes based upon a high 
State Equalized Property Valua- 
tion without any regard to their 
earning power or ability to pay. 
The problem has become more 
evident in recent years because 
of the tremendous influx of 
downstate buyers, earning high 
incomes, who have paid inflated 


. prices for property causing the 


“on paper” value of ail local 
property to increase. In some 
cases these valuations increas- 
es have gone up 1000% or 

The present property tax 
system calls for an annual 
equalization of property values 
throughout the state by the 
State Tax Commission making 
the value of a home in Oakland 
Couniy and ihe value of an 
equivalent home in Keweenaw 
County the same. The major 


purpose of this system is to” 


provide a distribution of state 


school aid based upon ihe feed 
of the school district. 
One factor iz not considered 


in the above distribution plan 
and that is the ability of the 
local taxpayer to pay property 
taxes compared to his counter- 
part in higher incotne areas. 

The school administrators 
pointed out that the residents of 
most of their districts don't earn 
as much money as their down- 
State counterparts. To prove it 
they produced figures showing 
the median family income level 
in Keweenaw County to be 
$4,809.00 per year vs. that in 
Oakland County, which is 
$13,826.00 or almost three 
times as great. The fact is that 
people living in some sections 
of the state have to pay a much 
higher percentage of their in- 
come for property tax than do 
others. 

What the school men propose 
would be to provide extra state 
gia for the school districts 
whose residents have lower 
than average incomes thus 


allowing the local boards of.

Superintendent of Schools, Fraser 
Dean, said that the additional operating 
money will allow the District to 
maintain the current level of program 
and reduce some class sizes. 

Since the State changed the school 
finance laws two years ago, schools 
with low miliage rates have been iorced 
to ask taxpayers for more money. 
They've achieved this’ by saying a 
school district must levy 25 mills in 
order to get fuii State Aid and pian to 
increase that to 27 mills next year, Dean 
stated. 

The additional millage ‘would put th 
school district at a total of 29.85 mills, 
still far short of the total required for full 
State funding.

With ali the legislation that has been introduced in 
the controversial gun ownership laws since the 
assassination of President Kenriedy, legisiation 
introduced recently in the State Senate by Detroit 
Democrat, Senator John C. Hertel, in our opinion puts 
teeth in a law that does not discriminate against a iaw 
abiding individual who own firearms. 

Crooks and other criminals will face two extra 
years in prison for carrying a gun if the legislation 
introduced by Senator Hertel becomes law. 

Criticizing the lenient sentences given some 
criminals, the Detroit Democrat said his proposal 
would require that any person who is convicted of a 
felony serve an extra two years in prison if he or she 
carried 4 gun in the commission of the crime. 

“My bill gives no.‘breaks’ to gun-carrying felons,” 
said Hertel. 

“Any one convicted under my proposal would be 
required io spend two fuii years in prison after 
completing the regular prison sentence. The prison 
sentence could not be cut short by parole. 

“If the offender is placed on probation for the 
actual crime, he would will be required to serve two 
years in prison forcar ying a gun in the commission of 

_ the crime.’ : 

Hertel said his bill would “restrict the pampering 
of criminals” without punishing those citizens, such as 
sportsmen, who hav’ a legitimate reason for owning a 
gun. 

“If this bill becumes law, no soft judge, smart 

. iorney o7 well intentioned sociai worker will be avie 

o reduce or elimir ste the punishment for a felon who 

be a gun and put him back on the streets to commit 
more crimes,” said Hertel. 

“In the past, felons who used a gun in the 
commission of a felony have expected more mercy 
from the court than either society or the feion showed 
the victim. 

“It’s about time we started directing our concern 
and sympathy toward the one out of every 10 persons 
who become victims of crime,” Hertel concluded.

Last week we studied man’s 
purpose for living. We saw that 
man is created to please God.

Serious crime, iike hilling, 
robbery, lorie rape, and 


ed 424% dunng ‘the past 10 
years. Even allowing for popula- 
tion growth, it has increased 
91% during the same period. 

Experts in criminotogy have 
rejecied iheit rie as servants of 
God to execute corporal pun- 
ishment. They are now admit- 
ting that they do not have the 
answer to our crime problem.

They are 
spending three times more on 
men and equipment now than 
they did seven years ago and 
crime is still increasing.

They still blame society for 
crime and the criminal, They 
still preach prison reform and 
craminai rehabilitation, unsit 
SOME Of OUT Cities Have DecomeE 
so dangerous that the safest 
place in the city is behind bars. 
We have reached the place

Less Energy

Most of us realize our petro- 
feum energy supply will run out 
someday. Even Arabian off will 
run out sometime. We cannot 
depend on a steady supply of 
Arabian oil, therefore it seems 
wise to prepare for the day when 
we will have less oil. 

If we start using less oil now, 
we can stretch our supply over 
more years. 

These are some of the issues 
our class in Scarce Resources is 
looking at. The common den- 
ominator is aiways energy. 
Everything we eat, wear, or are 
transported in uses energy. Of 
course a dollar sign is attached 
to all farme af eneray, 

We can substitute other ener- 
gy sources for oil, but usually at 
a higher cost. Even at higher 
costs we will reach a point 
where there will not be enough 
energy io mainiain our present 
level of living. - 

Already some things are 
being done to shift to less 
energy cost per person. Ros- 
common county will have a 
public transportation system In 
operation soon. It takes less 
energy per person when trans- 
porting tweive tnan it does to 
transport one person the same 
distance. The public transporta- 
tion system will give us an 
alternative to criving our own 
private cars. It will be a savings 
in energy and in dollars. It wiil 
cost more in time and conven- 
ience. 

Crawford county has also 
applied for Dial-a-Ride transpor- 
tation. 

Some of the things we see for 
the future are homes designed 
to use fess energy. This will 
mean smaller homes, with less 
glaSs and better insulation.

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Presidential ‘Mentioner’ 
Stays active 


Even in these days of restricted 
economic activity and lessened em- 
ployment pace, there’s at least one 
fellow who's getting in a lot of over- 
time these days, and looks for 
considerable excess activity in the 
next year at least. 

That's the rather mysterious person 
called “The Great Mentioner.” Largely 
a creation of Washington Post 
Columnist David Broder, ‘The Great 
Mentioner” moves primarily in politi- 
cal circles, working both at national 
and state levels. © 

he aiso fas ciose relatives active in 
some local political arenas, and still 
others that weave in and out of the 
worlds of sports or society or 
entertainment — really, wherever the 
famous or the wish-to-be-famous 
circulate. 

But the greatest activity of “The 

Great Mentioner’ is in nrdsidential 
politics. His most active time is the 
vear hefore a presidential election, 
such as 1975. He's the fellow (or 
someiimes ithe gaij behind the 
oft-used phrase: “Also mentioned as 
possible candidates are...” 
’ Obviously, according to the broad 
outlines of the “Mentioner” thesis, 
someone has to be doing the men- 
tioning. Therefore, somewhere swirl- 
Ing among the poiiticai civuds ihere 
must be someone who deserves the 
title of “The Great Mentioner.” 

Take an example: 

A recent column by Torn Wicker of 
The New York Times lists 21 Demo- 
cratic politicians labeled by the 
famed Wicker as “conceivables” in 
connection with the Democratic nom- 
ination for president in 1976. 

Wicker even finds six ‘“conceiv- 
able” Republican . candidates for 
president—despite the fact that the 
present White House occupant, Re- 
publican Gerald R. Ford, has Stated 


several times, right out in pubtic, that 
he intends to keep the job. 

Wicker notes that in addition to his 
six Republican conceivables, “others 
could surface at the slightest hint 
that Ford might quit.” 

Listen to the Wicker list, with the 
columnist’s advice that because of 
the broad field, “you have to cate- 
gorize rather than merely list, divid- 
ing ail gail into three parts:” 

“Positively running (as Wicker fists

Wicker's fascinating reasoning for 
including the last category cites the 
theory that “a politician doesn’t 
positively not run unless he positively 
can’t be counted out.” Fair enough. 

The Republican list, in addition to 
Ford, included Vice President Netson 
Rockefeller, Elliott Richardson, Sen. 
Howard Baker, Ronald Reagan and 
Sen. Charies Percy, 'Gescribed §=by 
Wicker as men with “buming desire 
to serve the nation from the White 
House.” 

Obviously, the Wicker jist does not 
exhaust the field—although it’s the 
broadest list of conceivables’ I've 
happened to -see in one place. But 
even The New York Times omitted 
several individuals who might spice 
the headlines between now and the 


nominating conventions about 18 
months hence. 
For example, under the right 


conditions, these folks could be 
conceivable national candidates: 
Gov. Ella Grasso of Connecticut, 
Gov. Reuben Askew of Florida, Julian 
Bond of Georgia, Reps. Shirley
